|Senator Declares No Itemized 
Reports Have Been Made 
About Brownsville. 





WASHINGTON, Jan. 12—On motion 
of Senator Foraker the Senate today 
adopted a resolution directing the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to report in de- 
tall expenditures from the fund of §$3,- 
000,000 set apart in 1899, known as the 
‘War Fund.” 

The Ohio Senator charged illegal di- 


version of public funds by the President 
and William, H. Taft, while Secretary 
of War, to pay for the investigation by 
private «etectives into the Brownsville 
affair. The charge was made 
in a speech in replying to state- 
ments of Herbert J. Browne of this 
city and William G. Baldwin of Roan- 
oke, Va., detectives employed by the 
Secretary of War to gather evidence 
of the guilt of negro soldiers of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry, United States 
Army, in shooting up Brownsville on 
the night of Aug. 13-14, 1906. The Gov- 
ernment use of the private detectives 
was characterized by Mr. Foraker as 
“atrocious, shocking. and revolting.” 


Fund Appropriated in 1899. 

Speaking’ of the $3,000,000 war fund of 
1899 appropriated as an emergency to 
neet unforeseen contingencies constant- 
y arising to be expended at the discre- 
tion .of the President, Mr..

ASsistant “Attorney - General 


Will Become Superintendent, 
of Insurance. 





JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Jan. 12.— 
John Kennish of St. Joseph will be ap- 
pointed Superintendent of Insurance for 
Missouri when the term of the present 
incumbent, W. D. Vandiver, expires on 
March 1, according to an announcement 
made by Gov. Hadley today. Kennish 
haz been .an. Assistant Attorney-Genera] 
under Hadley for four years past. 
Following the announcement, Supt. 
Vandiver stated he would not resign 
his position before Feb. 1, and that at 
that time he would decide whether he 
would resign before March 1, when his 
terms of. office expires. 

Gov. Hadley, as Attorney-General, 
and Supt. Vandiver, as Superintendent 
of Insurance, have been at loggerheads 
much of the time during the past four 
years. 

Gov. Hadley sald this morning he did 
not expect Mr. Kennish to remain tin 
the office to which he is appointed dur- 
ing the full administration, and that he 
might remain only during the session of 
the Legislature. 

He said however he had great need 
of Mr. Kennish in his administration 
because of his familiarity with litigation 
started by Hadley as Attorney Gen- 
eral, among other cases being the maxi- 
mum freight rate bill, and the Stand- 
ard Oil case recently decided by the 
Supreme Court. 

When informed of the appointment of 
Mr. Kennish, Supt. Vandiver said: “My 


‘term of office does not expire until 


March 1. 

“At the present time I am .busy in- 
vestigating the fire insurance compe- 
nies doing business in Missouri. The 
licenses of these companies do not ex- 
i pire. untit Feb. 1. I shall not tender 
my resignation to Gov. Hadley before 
that time, I shall relicense these com- 
paniés, and after that business is out 
of the way I shall decide whether I 
shall resign or whether I skal] con- 


jtinue in office the remaining month of 


my term.’

But no heel 
reached him. The passing feet merely 
packed down the snow so it formed a 
sort of chrysallis about the sleeper and 
made him as snug as though he had 
been tucked in his. own bed. 

Like Daisies in the Park. 


The snow that covered his head muf- 
fled his snores and he dreamed that he 
was picking daisies in Carondelet Park 
on a rare day in June. When some par 
ticularly heavy tread crunched above his 
couch he dreamed that a summer zephyr 
had kissed his brow.

NINE MEN BATTLING TO” ’ 
PROTECT CITY WATER SUPPLY 


Nine then are on guard night and day 
ut the intake tower, Chain of Rocks, 
protecting the city’s water supply from 
being cut off by an ice jam. 

With the ice running as it is now, 
they are completely cut off from ¢om- 
munication with either shore, but have 
enough provisions to last them three 
weeks. 

Unusual precautions are being taken 
because of the low stage of the water. 
As the mouth of the intake pipe is only 

few feet below the surface, there is 
great danger of the suction drawing 
cakes of ice into it and stopping the 
flow. 

The créw is in charge of Jake Landers, 


the régular -keepér of the tower, who 


stays there all the time. 

When it became apparent Monday that 
an ice siege was setting in, Water Com- 
missioner Adkins ordered reinforcements 
and supplies sent. The men who took 
the supplies out in a large boat had a 
haré, battle with the floating ice. ‘When 
they Feached the tower it was not con- 
sidered safe to undertake the return trip 
and the man who intended to take the 
boat back to shore had to stay there,

NEW YORK, Jan. 12.—Robert Osborne 
Hilliard, formerly of 8t. Louis,, an En- 
glishman- with large mining interests in 
the West, who has been stopping at the 
Waldorf-Astoria since Nov. 13, Was 
found shot tn Central Park, near the 
west drive and opposite Sixty-second 
street, shortly before midnight. 


He declared positively during & lucid : 


moment this morning thet he was the 
victim of a highwayman. 

All through the morning hours police 
from Central Park Arsenal, fro mtne 
West Sixty-eighth Street Station and de- 
tectives from Central Office nad worked 
to prove that riililard’ had shot himself 
in an effort to commit suicide. - 

Physicians and nurses were standing 
about Hillic-i’s bed in- Roosevelt Hos- 
pital when he opened his eyes and De- 
tectives Vantwister and Castignie 
pressed forward, 

“Why did you shoot yourself?” asked 
Vantwister. 

“TI didn’t shoot myself,” replied Hil- 
liard. “I was shot by a ruffian who 
tried to rob me. I attended the Circle 
Theater last night and after the theater 
went to Pabst’s, where I had a glass of 
beer. I then walked up Central Park 
west and turned in at the entrance at 
Sixty-second street. 


Highwaymen Attacks Him. : 
‘“T had gone 100, or possibly 200, yards 


in the park when « man sprang out,at 


me and. asked for money. I brushed him 
aside and he leveled a revolver at mé 
and shét. I was then on a bridge. I 
fell and as I did he rifled my pockets 
of my wallet which  .ontained money 
and valuable papers. I don’t know how 
much money Was in my wallet, but 
there was a good deal. The papers were 
worth much mere.” 

In their efforta to bolster up the sui- 
cide theory the detectives refused to be- 
lieve Hiliard’s statement. They  at- 
tempted to question him further. The 
statement he had just made had weak- 
ened him greatly, but he tried to, an- 
swer. Then the doctor interfered. 

“This man’s life is worth more than 


any information he can give you,” said 


the physician.

‘Let us see his hands,” suggested one 
of the detectives. “I want to see if 
they are powder-burned.”’ 

Hilliard’s hands were then under the 
bed covers, and he was sinking into 
unconsciousness. The physician refused 
to allow the examination to be made. 

Ia Held as Prisoner, 

Hiliiard,is a_ prisoner in the hospital 
and the charge against him is attempt- 
ing suicide. He is a handsome, athletic 
man, about @# years old, and more 
than six feet tall. Today the doctors 
say ‘there is a chance for his recov- 
ery. 

The bullet, which entered his -body 
oné inch below the heart. was de- 
flected by a rib. It Wag successfully 
extracted. 

Detective Smith of the Waldorf As- 
toria does not agree with the Central 
Office men and uniformed police that 
Hilliard tried to kill himself. 

No sooner had Hillard’s identity been 
learned through cards on his persen 
and a letter written ‘to him yesterday 
from the office of J. P. Morgan & Co., 
telling him that 20 pounds sterling had 
been deposited with the firm to his 
credit, than Smith hurried to the hos- 
pital. Hilliard was then conscious. He 
told Smith exactly what he later told 
the detectives. 

“I am very. positive.’ said Smith. 
“that Mr. Hilliard was the victim of a 
highwayman, Now, in the first place, 
how much money was found in his 
pockets ?"’
